Applicant claims that there is no teaching of performing a translation operation on the response packet to produce a translated response 
packet; transmitting the translated response packet directly to the client, thereby bypassing the NAT machine in Bector. Bector states 
that proxy servers communicate with the proxy processing engine and bypass tables in Bector to recognize when a proxy server cannot 
handle a particular packet. Applicant argues about the lack of "changing a path" in Bector during the process of "bypassing" a NAT 
machine. Applicant has made no claim limitations dealing with the alteration of a path in order to "bypass" any network device. 
Applicant's arguments seem to be directed around this path limitation which is not present in any of Applicant's claims.
